Response to Amendment 

Applicant's amendment filed on January 16, 2002 has been entered. Claims 1, 
7-9 and 13-15 have been amended. Claim 17 has been cancelled. No claims have 
been added. Claims 1-16, 18 and 19 are still pending in this application, with claims 1, 
13 and 15 being independent. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-16, 18 and 19 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant teaches an LED lamp having a plurality of LED mounted on a support

having a thermal conductivity of at least 1 .5 , and packing density of at least 4 

LED's per square centimeter. No prior art was found teaching individually, or 
suggesting in combination, such a high packing density as featured by the claimed 
invention.
